6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record shows or renders obvious the steering device of claim 1 , specifically 
that the flexible steering cables are connected to the respective cable runs by means of 
a coupling element consisting of a second deflecting wheel over which the cable run 
extends about 180°' and a deflecting wheel holder which supports this deflecting wheel 
rotatably about an axis, perpendicular to the plane of said steering wheel, and to which 
the steering cable is connected, the cable run being fixed at its end.
